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LOCA TION. 


Westfield College is located i in the beautiful, healthful. and growing town of 
Pee Clark County, Lllinois. It is situated on the Olney Division of the I. 

D. & W. Railroad. This'road connects Westfield. with Hume, Olney, and inter- 
mediate towns. Students coming to Westfield can make the following connec- 
tions over the roads indicated at the stations named: : Vandalia, at Casey on 
the south, at Borton Junction on the north; big’ Four at Kansas; Clover Leaf 
at Brocton; 1.

Westfield is entirely free from eons and other places of jow resort. Its ex- 
cellent moral sentiments make it an especially desirable place for the residence 
of students. 

“EXPENSES. ; 

No other item of information is of more interest tothe student than that re- 
lating to expenses. It is believed that a thorough and complete education can 
be obtained as cheaply here as at any ‘college in'the country. The following is 
a statement of the more prominent items of: expense:

Furnished rooms, except fuel, light, and..towels, 50 cents per week to each 
student. Table board from $1.50, to $2.00 per week.’ Books for the year, from 
35.00 to $15.00 Incidental expenses; including coal, oil; and washing, from 
$10.00 to $20.00 per year. Board, with furnished :rooms in private homes, fuel 
and light included, for $2.50 to $3.00 per week. An entire vear in Westfield Col- 
lege need not cost the student more than $140. ‘Many spend the year in college 
with a less sum and do not realize any inconvenience in so doing. Licensed: 
preachers and children of preachers’of the Church of the United Brethren in 
Christ will be charged one-half the regular tuition in the College Courses. 

PLEASE NOTICE that any student in the College, Preparatory, or Normal 
work can take studies in the Business Course without extra charge; and that any 
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student in the Business Course can take studies in the College, Preparatory, or 
Normal Course without extra charge. Penmanship is free to all our students. 


MORAL AND RELIGIOUS INFLUENCES. 


The whole life and administration of the college are pronounced and positive 
in favor of Christianity. The college work opens each day, except Saturday 
and Sunday, with devotional exercises conducted in the chapel. All students 
are required to be present. There are five different Christian denominations 
represented in Westfield, and students are required to attend divine service 
once every Sunday, either in the college chapel or at one of the churches_ in the 
town. The United Brethren, Baptist, Methodist Episcopal, Free Methodist, and 
Radical United Brethren are represented, and students may attend where they 
elect. Two Christian Associations, the young men’s and the young women’s, 
are maintained by the students of the college, each holding weekly meetings. 
Many young people have been helped to a better life by their influence. 


LITERARY SOCIETIES. 


Four literary societies, the Colomentian and the Zetagathean for young men, 
the Cleiorhetean and the Philalethean for young women, furnish excellent 
training in reading, speaking, debate, and parliamentary practice. The so- 
cieties have finely furnished halls and well selected libraries and are doing 
valuable service for their members. They meet every Friday night. 


LIBRARY AND READING ROOM. 


The Library contains a valuable collection of standard books, such as en- 
cyclopedias and other books of reference, histories, scientific reports, works of 
general literature, theology, poetry, law, and politics, to which frequent addi- 
tions are being made by donations and purchase. Generous lovers of literature 
are asked to remember this interest by donations of money and books. 

By the generosity of friends the Reading Room is supplied with daily, 
weekly, and monthly publications, representing various departments of current 
history and literature. The Library Room is open one hour daily and students 
are admitted to all its privileges without charge. 

DEGREES AND DIPLOMAS. 

The degree of Bachelor of Arts is conferred, by vote of the Board of Trus- 
tees on recommendation of the Faculty, upon all students who have satis- 
factorily completed any of the standard courses of study. 


A diploma is given on the completion of a course in either of the adjunct de- 
partments. 


Diploma fees are due one month before the annual commencement and are

Iphigenie, and Erzihlungen aus der Deutschen Geschicte are required instead 
of the Greek. 


PREPARATORY AND NORMAL COURSES. 
(See Outline, page 8.) 


Students must have a good common school education for admission either to 
the Preparatory or the Normal Course. Classes will be organized each term. in 
Arithmetic, Grammar, United States History, and Geography for the benefit of 
those who are not prepared to enter these courses; also in Reading and Orthog- 
raphy when needed. 


WORK DONE ELSEWHERE. 


Real equivalents for studies required are received at the discretion of the 
Faculty. 

Students who seek credit for work done in high schools and academies must 
submit certificates stating texts or portions of texts used, and the time spent 
in pursuing the study. Candidates for advanced standing coming from any 
other institution of equal grade will receive due credit for work done as 
testified by the faculty of such school. Students will not be allowed to take 
studies covering over twenty periods per week without the permission of the 
Faculty. 

Students coming from other institutions should present certificates of hon- 
orable dismissal. 


PEDAGOGICS. 


This is a regular department of the college. We recognize the demand for 
trained teachers, and the fact that many who stand waiting to enter the ranks 
of teachers in our common and graded schools cannot complete a full college 
course. Our present Normal Course is the result of long experience and of a 
eareful comparison of the courses offered in the best state Normal Schools. 
We submit it te the young teachers of our territory for their careful inspection. 
We offer them a Normal Course unexcelled, amid the inspirations and helpful 
surroundings of college life, and under teachers thoroughly prepared to do the 
very best for each pupil and in complete sympathy with the aims and struggles 
of the earnest student preparing for work as a teacher,
